Applicant respectfully submits 
that claims 1, 7, 28-30, 34, and 40-44 are generic because none 
of them recite limitations that are unique to any of the 
identified specie* shown in Figs 1-3. 

The restriction requirement is not travereed. 
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In view of the above elections and identification of the 
generic claims, Applicant respectfully submits that claims l, 4, 
7, and 28-30 are elected for immediate examination. Clei* 4 
recites limitations unique to the sleeted species and claims 1, 
7, and 28-30 are generic. 

Claims 34 and 37-45 are to he withdrawn as corresponding to 
the non-elected Invention 11. claim 5 is to be withdrawn 
taubject to possible rejoinder) as corresponding to the non- 
elected Species 2, and claim 6 is to be withdrawn (subject to 
possible rejoinder) as corresponding to the non-elected Species 
3. it is understood that claim 31 recites a Markush group that 
includes limitations unique to the non-elected species, however, 
rejoinder of claim 31 would be appropriate if those limitations 
ware to be deleted, or if a generic claim becomes allowed.
